After  reading  the  reports  of  the  three 
boards,  sohie  committees  and  announcements, 
the  convention  adjourned. 

The  president  gave  a brief  history  of  the 
gavel.  It  was  presented  by  Dr.  Jno.  A. 
Broadus.  The  handle  was  made  of  wood 
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h from  the  bauks  of  the  Jordan,  and  the  head 
t of  the  mallet  from  near  the  city  of  Jerusa 
* lem.  4 

Dr.  Carter  Helm  Jones,  pastor  of  the 
1 church,  delivered  the  welcome  address.  It 
‘ was  exceedingly  fitting  and  appropriate  The 
■ following  are  some  of  the  sentiments  ex- 
; pressed : 

“It  is  a joy  to  welcome  God’s  people  to 
God’s  country.  Twenty-three  years  ago  1 
stood  upon  the  floor  of  a convention  on  the 
mighty  Father  of  Waters  to  deliver  a similar 
1 address.  Oklahoma  (Aty  was  then  just 
three  weeks  old.  7,ook  at  the  city  now  and 
I am  sure  that  you  will  roneede  that  tin- 
age  of  miracles  is  not  past.  It  never  is  past 
in  working  out  the  plans  of  God’s  kingdom. 
Brethren,  you  arc  standing  in  the  direct  cen- 
ter of  G oil’s  beautiful  earth.  Deny  it  and 
I’ll  call  you  an  eccentric  Baptist. 

“I  have  stood  amid  the  Egyptian  pyramids 
and  looked  back  upon  forty  centuries  of 
mystery  behind  me.  I have  stood  on  the 
Acropolis  at  Athens,  with  the  Parthenon  be- 
hind ine  and  through  the  opalescent  air  1 
beheld  the  academic  groves  where  Plato 
and  Socrates  taught.  I have  stood  upon 
the  Roman  forum,  its  might  and  majesty,  ren- 
dered more  impressive  still  by  decay.  But 
all  that  belongs  to  yesterday.  Today  with 
its  throbbing  problems  and  vital  issues  is 
more  interesting  than  all  the  recorded  past, 
and  it  is  with  issues  of  the  present  that  this 
great  body  has  assembled  to  grapple.  And 
for  you.  my  brethren.  Oklahoma  City  has 
taken  the  hinges  off  the  gates  and  has  open 
ed  wide  her  front  doors.  Welcome,  thrice  1 
welcome  to  our  city.” 

Dr.  W.  T Lowrey,  for  a number  of  years 
president  of  Mississippi  College,  and  at  pres- 
ent president  of  Blue  Mountain  Female  Col- 
lege, responded  to  the  welcome  address.  l)r. 
Lowrey  is  one  of  the  most  humorous  and 
forceful  talkers  in  the  membership  of.  the 
convention  and  his  response  was  replete  with 
pleasant  and  complimentary  allusions.  Dr. 
Jones  and  Dr.  Ixjwrey  were  classmates  at 
the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  seminary 
and  their  speeches  were  supplementary  in 
creating  a cheerful,  kindly  atmosphere  for 
the  body  to  begin  operating  in. 

W E D X E S D A Y E V E X 1 X G . 

Long  before  the  hour  for  preaching,  the 
hous<-  was  filled  to  hear  the  convention  ser- 
mon. Dr.  Z.  T.  Cody,  of  South  Carolina, 
preached  the  sermon.  The  singing  was  in- 
spirational. The  great  prgan  for  a while 
thundered  its  wonderful  tones  and  softly 
and  sweetly  came  down  to  a gentle  whisper. 

The  text  1 Cor.  1 :17 : “Lest  the  cross  of 
Christ  should  be  made  of  none  effect  ” 

“The  Call  of  the  Cross’’  was  the  theme 
of  the  discourse,  the  speaker  explaining  that 
the  words  of  the  text,  found  in  the  first 
chapter  of  Paul's  first  letter  to  the  Corinth- 
ians. implied,  “that  the  divine  will  must  find 
human  expression  or  it  is  inoperative,"  and 
adding: 

“l  am  persuaded  that  the  interdependence 
of  the  divine  and  human  is  deeper  and  more 
minute  than  we  often  think.  It  is  a part- 
nership that  involves  all  the  purposes  of  re- 
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ligion  insofar  as  those  purjios*-#  seek  to.  be- 
come operative  in  human  history.” 

Proceeding  next  to  the  amplification  of 
s theme,  the  speaker  said  th.-  apostle’s  rf 
s{>onae  to  the  call  of  the  croas  was  that  he 
••gave  to  the  cross  a faith  which  mirrored 
its  reality  and  its  greatness."  These 
terms,  he  said,  were  correlative,  the  one  im- 
plying the  other  when  used  in  reference  to 
the  croea- 

Comparing  Paul’s  attitude  toward  the  gos- 
pel with  that  of  the  Greek  philosophers,  the 
speaker  stated  that  to  the  Greek  the  aim  of 
life  was  not  truth  but  rather  the  quest  of 
truth,  while  to  the  apostle  “truth  had  been 
revealed  in  the  cross  of  Christ ; God  was  re- 
vealed  there;  all  divine  and  all  human  rela- 
tions were  revealed  there.” 

Comparing  the  apostle’s  attitude  toward 
the  gospel  with  that  of  the  Jew,  Dr.  Cody 
said: 

“The  cross  was  an  offense  unto  the  Jew, 
not  because  of  the  stigma  of  the  crucifixion, 
r.or  lieoause  of  its  idea  of  the  atonement, 
but  because  it  did  away  with  all  the  special 
privileges  of  the  Jew.  It  leveled  him ; it 
leveled  the  classes  in  his  race;  leveled  the 
best  to  the  place  of  the  sinners,  leveled  his 
whole  race  with  other  races;  they  did  not 
and  would  not  be  controlled  hy  it.  But  t > 
Paul,  who  was  a ‘Jew  of  the  Jews,*  the  new 
kingdom  created  was  holier  and  greater 
than  that  which  had  been  brought  to  a close 
As  he  saw  it,  the  cross  must  be  a dominant 
and  regulative  principle  of  all  human  life, 
lie  laid  ruthless  hands  on  the  holiest  insti- 
tutions of  Moses  and  burned  them  before  the 
cross.” 

Coming  to  the  human  side  of  religion,  the 
speaker  asserted  that  “if  the  cross  is  great, 
then  the  badge  and  sign  of  true  Christianity 
is  greatness.  The  surest  sign  that  a Chris- 
tianity is  false  is  that  it  is  little  and  mea- 
ger." 

In  concluding,  Dr.  Cody  declared  we  must 
have  a cross  “that  eonquors  everything  or 
it  eonquors  nothing;  it  must  be  carried  ev- 
erywhere if  it  is  to  be  kept  anywhere.  This, 
my  brethren,  is  the  call  of  the  erosR  this 
consecration  of  the  whole  being.” 

The  president  of  the  convention  ln-ing  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  world  confer- 
ence on  faith  and  order,  made  the  rejwrt  of 
the  committee,  while  vice-president  Jones 
presided. 

The  plan  is  to  have  every  denomination  of 
Protestant  faiths  meet  in  one  general  ses- 
sion and  agree  upon  some  doctrine,  tenet  or 
manner  of  belief  in  the  hope  of  eliminating 
controversy  because  of  contrary  beliefs 
among  Protestant  organizations  It  was 
the  result  of  the  correspondence  existing  1m*- 
tween  the  Episcopal  committee  presided  over 
hy  Bishop  Anderson,  of  Hiicago,  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  committee,  of  which  Dr. 
Dargan  is  chairman.  The  letter  to  Bishop 
Anderson  was  read  in  full  and  explained  to 
an  unmistakable  certainty  the  position  of 
the  Baptists  upon  the  subject. 

It  was  agreed  that  it  would  be  a most  feas- 
ible and  desirable  consummation  if  all  mis- 
understandings between  denominations 
might  be  elimin&ted  and  an  absolute  and  op- 
erating unity  secured.  That  the  Baptists 
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were  in  general  j accord  with  the  prO|a»se«l 
plans  of  the  Epuico  pal  brethren.  Tlijat  the 
idea  of  spiritual  Unity  was  strong  among  this 
class  of  Christians  and  that  an  mi  organiza- 
tion they  were  anxious  to  make  it  even 
stronger.

For  several  paragraphs  the 
inability  to  accept  an  invitation  to  eveu  dia 
eiisa  that  |M»rtiori  of  the  proposed  conference 
mhs  directly  but  inditely  act  Out  in  the  letter 
to  Bishop  Andebson. 

It  was  a notii'cable  feature  of  Bishop  An- 
derson’s reply  tpat  he  complimented  the  can- 
dor of  the  Baptist  committee  and  thank.-d 
them  for  their  ‘[open,  frank  and  sympathetic 
communication.!”  lie  then  formally  asked 
that  the  Baptist!  association  continue  the  com- 
mittee for  another  year  (hat  .»  more  thor- 
ough discussion  could  be  sepured  arid  prob- 
able understanding  for  a World  conference 
obtained  .

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At  a dinner  table  one  day  one  friend  said 
to  another:  “I  do  not  believe  everything 
in  the  Bible  because  I do  not  understand  it 
all.”  The  other  thoughtfully  laid  aside 
somer bones  from  the  trout  he  was  eating  and 
replied:  ‘‘This  fish  has  a good  many  hones 
in  jt.  The  hones  were  put  there  for  a pur- 
pose. They  serve  their  purpose  though 
they  are  not  good  to  eat.  They  do  not; 
however,  in  any  way  impair  the  usefulness 
of  the  rest  of  the  fish.  There  are  animals 
who  can  use  them  for  nourishment  hut  1 am 
not  one  of  them.  So  instead  of  trying  to 
use  them  for  food  ami  thereby  choking  my- 
self to  death,  1 lay  them  aside  and  enjoy  the 
parts  that  1 can  assimilate.  There  are  parts 
of  the  Bible  that  I cannot  get  spiritual  nour- 
ishment from  because  I am  not  equipped  to 
digest  them.  There  are  persons  who  arc 
equipped  to  use  these  passages  as  food  for 
their  souls,  hut  1 am  not  one  of  them.  But 
instead  of  choking  myself  to  unbelief  on 
them  I lay  them  aside  and  enjoy  the  parts 
that  I can  understand  and  assimilate.”

Another  incident  of  Dr.  Scarborough's  re- 
port  was  the  fact  that  his  committee  insist- 
ed upon  the  “evangelization  of  the  denomi- 
national schools  and  the  educationalizing  of 
the  churches.  ” This  was  brought  out  in  the 
statement  that  too  much  scientific  training 
tended  to  destroy  denomination  truths.

All  the  reports  were  cheerful,  hopeful  ami 
in  some  particulars  inclined  to  rejoice  at  the 
concentrated,  effective  and  laudable  result* 
being  accomplished  by  our  people. 

Before  adjournment,  a happy  feature  was 
presented.  About  twenty  Osage  and  Paw- 
nee Indians  were  ushered  to  the  platform. 
Missionaries  in  charge  of  the  stations,  made 
introductory  addresses  discussing  the  Indiau 
as  a Christian  and  the  possibilities  of  his 
race  from  a religious  standpoint.  Orlando 
Kinworthv,  full  blood  Osage  made  an  ad- 
dress. He  was  followed  by  Old  Chief  White 
Eagle,  a Pawnee  Indian  seout  during  the 
Civil  war.  Robert  Peters  interpreted  for 
the  ancient  converted  Indian.  Charles 
Knife  Chief,  also  a Pawnee,  who  became  en- 
thusiastic in  his  address  and  somewhat  ora- 
torical in  his  efforts  to  convince  the  pale- 
faces that  the  Indians  were  not  all  dead  who 
were  good.  This  phase  of  the  program  was 
completed  with  a song  by  the  Indians  in 
their  own  language.  When  Chief  White 
Eagle  arose  to  make  his  speech  he  was  greet- 
ed with  a ehantauqna  salute.  It  was  a great 
night  for  the  Indians  and  likewise  for  the 
delegate  unused  to  Indian  folk. 

Old  Chief  White  Eagle  is  the  oldest  chief 
among  the  Pawnees.  He  is  79  years  old, 
and  was  converted  and  was  baptized  last 
July.  One  of  these  Indians  was  converted 
the  first  Sunday  in  May.  She  was  called 
Sister  Lone  Chief.  She  seemed  perfectly 
happy  The  song  sung  was  “Take  the 
Name  of  .Tesua  With  You.”  The  Indians 
sang  in  then"  own  tongue,  the  verse,  and  the 
convention  sang  the  chorus  This  was  one 
of  the  happiest  moments  of  the  convention 
Members  of  the  convention  pressed  in  and 
shook  the  hands  of  these  red  men.

SATURDAY— AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Certainly,  tlim  is  a historic  day  in  the 
Southern  Rnptitt  Convention.  Besides  lay- 
ing out  the  misaion  work  on  a $1  030,000  ba- 
sis, another  $1|250,000  is  recommended  for 
educational  advancement  in  foreign  fields. 
$250,000  of  thi*  for  equipment.  It  is  a day 
of  excessive  enthusiasm,  abundant  hope  and 
greater  possibilities,  generosity  and  declara- 
tions of  renewed  efforts  to  spread  the  gospel 
as  Baptists  see  it.  -■» 

This  year  is  the  centennial  anniversary  of 
the  cnifteraionj  to  the  Baptist  faith  of  Adon- 
iram  Judson,  one  of  the  most  eloquent  and 
forceful  of  the  denomination.  lie  was  also 
the  first  foreign  missionary  in  the  Baptist 
church  and  from  the  date  of  his  baptism  in 
Calcutta,  India.  100  years  ago,  began  the  ef- 
forts of  the  Baptists  of  the  United  States  to 
establish  missions  and  send  preachers  into 
foreign  territory.  His  memory  will  he  hon- 
ored by  special  services  Sunday  afternoon 
at  which  Dr.  Lansing  Burrows,  (leorgia;  Dr. 
E.  Y.  Mullins,  (Jeorgia;  Dr.  W.  E.  Sallee, 
Kentucky;  and  Rev.  Dr.  T B.  Ray,  Virginia, 
will  make  addresses.

lit  memory  of  the  fact  that  this  is  the  hun- 
dredth year  of  Judson ’s  start  as  a Baptist 
preacher  the  committee  on  foreign  missions 
Saturday  recommended  that  $1,250,000  be 
raised  during  the  next  three  years.  The  en- 
tire amount  is  to  be  expended  for  educa- 
tional advancement.  Two  hundred  and  fif- 
ty thousand  dollars  is  specifically  set  out  for 
equipment  purposes.  It  is  the  largest  indi- 
vidual sum  ever  voted  by  a Protestant  de- 
nomination for  similar  purposes.  It  was 
stated  by  the  committee  in  its  report  that  it 
required  100  years  to  effect  the  conversion 
of  1,000.000  people,  although  during  the  last 
six  years,  3.000.000  have  been  converted. 
There  are  now  of  the  Baptist  denomination 
227  schools  in  foreign  countries  with  a stu- 
dent enrollment  of  6.150.  . Of  these  there 
are  ten  theological  seminaries  with  212  stu- 
dents. Dr.  T.  B.  Ray.  Virginia,  was  rec- 
ommended for  appointment  ns  leader  of  the 
committee  to  raise  the  hum  voted. 

After  short  devotional  exercise*  conduct- 
ed by  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Ilulton,  North  Caro- 
lina. the  afternoon  session  began  with  the  re- 
port of  William  Wester  Hamilton.  \ irginis, 
president  of  the  B Y.  I’.  I . He  made  a 
short  address  introducing  th-  secretary. 
Thomas  Joseph  Watts.  Bowling  Green,  Ken- 
tucky. It  is  of  interest  that  President  Ham- 
ilton declared  that  the  ambitions  of  t*he  B. 
Y.  P.  U.  were. to  obtain  but  five  points  of  ex- 
cellence. These  were  not  quantity,  but  <|«al. 
ity ; not  flag  raising,  but  foundation  laying;

not  entertainment,  but  training;  not  display 
but  service;  not  stimulants  but  character. 

UNIONS  GROWING. 

Secretary  Watts’  report  showed  that  sev- 
enty |a-r  cent  of  the  unions  and  membership 
were  west  of  (he  Mississippi  and  for  that 
reason  he  recommended  the  appointment  of  n 
missionary  for  the  section  east  of  the  river. 
There  had  been  an  increase  of  unions,  ae- 
cording  to  the  re|>ort  of  from  1.246  last  year 
to  1.528  this  year,  west  of  the  Mississippi  In 
the  same  territory  the  enrollment  had  in- 
creased from  32,200  to  44.665  membership 
In  some  states  the  increase  had 'been  from 
fifty  to  one  hundred  per  cent.  In  the  ag 
gregate  there  are  2,423  unions  with  a com- 
bined enrollment  of  76.665  members.  This 
is  an  increase  over  last  year  of  460  organiza- 
tions and  15,965  members.  Texas  has  the 
largest  with  668  unions  an.l  23.080  members: 
Maryland  the  smallest,  with  32  unions  and 

I. 500  members. 

Dr.  W W.  Hamilton  was  re-elected  presi- 
dent. T.  J.  Watts,  of  Kentucky,  was  r - 
elected  secretary.  Dr.  C.  V.  Edwards,  of 
Greenwood,  was  selected  as  vice  president 
for  Mississippi.  Several  interesting  ad- 
dresses were  made  to  the  report.  Among  the 
number  J.  T.  Watts,  of  Virginia,  brother  to 
the  secretary.

AN’S WORK. 

S.  11.  Campbell,  Little  Rock,  made  a report 
on  woman’s  work.  In  the  address  follow- 
ing the  detailed  report,  he  declared  the  wom- 
en’s societies  were  bringing  the  chtTreh  |»oli- 
tie  to  a higher  anil  better  standard  of  ex- 
cellence and  purity  and  that  they  were  des- 
tined to  even  greater  accomplishments  Dur- 
ing the  twenty-four  years  of  women’s  or- 
ganizations, $2,607,900.65  had  been  contrib- 
uted through  those  channels.  There  were 
- 1,515  new  societies  organized  during  the  year 
Hnd  indications  suggest  a larger  increase  for 
1913.  ^ 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  ladies  hold 
their- meeting  in  connection  with  the  con- 
vention. not  much  time  is  given  to  woman’' 
work.  • .
